At the Opera House, on Tuesday night 
the first political meeting in’ connection 
with the forthcoming elections was held 
by the Progressive candidate, Mr. A. 
Speakman. The attendance was thorough- 
ly representative ofboth town and country 
and considering the weuther conditions 
and the state of the ronds, it was un- 
usally good. Interest on the part of 
country residents was very keen, as may 
be evidenced from the fact that many of 
thein journed fifteen and twenty miles 
over rough roads in order to be present.

It wasnot his intention to 
speak party politics but to address thet 
more from a business point of view, and 
he took it that their presence there that 
night signified they realized it wat their 
busines®. Taxation was something they 
were all acquainted with. It was their 
constantcompanion ‘Taking u survey 
of the country they fonnd much to en- 
courage them whilst on the other hand 
there were problems which must cause 
them serious concern. 

Taxation was said to be comparatively 
light in Canada, because we had a lower 
income tax than in some other countrie: 
What were the facts? The federal in- 
come for 1924 (to March 31, 1925), was 
made up‘as follows: Customs, 168° 
millions? Excise, 39 millions; Sales tax, 
85 millions; Income .Tax, 66 iillions, 
Post Office, 28 millions; other taxes, 
ete , 27 million. So the income tax 
after all, was only 56 millions out of 344 
millions—a mere item. Most of our taxes 
were indirect and subject to the great 
objection to all indirect taxes, that they 
-pyramided, doubled or more by the time 
they reached the consumer. The tariff 
was not only paid on imported goods, 
but also added to the price of home 
made goods. All consumers had to pay 
as much again for the privilege of having 
their taxes levied indirectly, and there- 
fore disguised as high prices:—but the 
farmer must pay most. 

Coming to the matter of economy, the 
speaker said we were paying $140,000,000 
a year in interest charges. Person ally he

Death of Mrs. D. 
O. Eby. 


(From the Gospel Banner) 

Dear Banner Readurs: Rev. 2:10, 
“Be thou faithful unto death 
and I will give youa crown of life.”’ 
The blow has fallen! Mrs. Eby is 
gone! After an illness of over three 
inonths she passed away July 28th, 
1925, at am. She was born 
July 8rd, 1885, near Madoc, Ont. 
She leaves to mourn her loss her 
husband, mother, two sisters and 
a host of friends. 

She was converted at eight yenrs 
of age but later got discouraged but 
at twelve years made a new start 
and shortly after was sanctified, 
and from that time until her death 
lived a devoted, consistent Christ- 
ian life, After finishing High 
School and Normal at Madoc she 
taught school forfour years. She 
has been a member of the M.B.C. 
Church since 1907. In 1908 we 
were united in marriage. The 
Lord gave us four children; two 
boys and two girls, all of whom 
have passed on before. 

We labored together as pastor 
and wife on the Hespeler field, in 
the Ontario Conference, for one 
and a half years, then we were 
accepted fs missionaries to Hadijin, 
Turkey. After almost five years 
we were forced to return to Cananda 
on account of the war, and were 
given charge of the Didsbury, Al- 
berta, pastorate. After three years 
there and a few months at Alsask, 
Sask., we again left for Turkey. 
After one short year the Kemalist 
war started and for three months 
we were under siege; later being 
taken out by the Turks we again 
returned to Canada and again took 
up the work inthe Canadian North 
Wait Conference. Again feeling 
the call of this needy field we offer- 
ed ourselves for the work in Syria, 
and have been here almost two years’ 

The funeral service took place at 
Damascus, at the house first, then 
at the Protestant Church. She is 
buried in the Protestant cemetery, 
a beautiful quiet spot outside the 
city. There are quite a number 
of English missionaries buried here, 
80 she is not the only one to lay 
down her life for the cause of 
Christ in Damascus. 

Pray for us that God may give us 
grace to be trueto him. We know 
Ile ia too wise to errand too good 
to be unkind. So we trust Him 
still.
